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Dr. Du Bois Speaks at Chicago 

“Lincoln and His Relation to Democracy.” Is Tendered Great Ovation. 


DR. DU BOIS SPEAKS TO 
GREAT AUDIENCE IN CHI¬ 
CAGO AT THE CELEBRATION 
OF EMANCIPATION. 


RECEIVES GREAT OVATION 


Dr. Du Bois Upholds Democracy 

Judge Brown in presenting him to 
the audience, termed him “the 
citizen of the world.” When Dr. 
Du Bois arose it was fully ten 
minuted before he could speak, for 
the vast audience broke out in 
tumultous applause and could not 
be quited. The eminent scholar 
tried again and again to comemnce 
his address but the audience was 
determined to honor him, and no 
speaker throughout the evening 
received the appluase that was 
accorded the great leader. 

Lincoln and His Relation to Dem¬ 
ocracy. 

Lincoln was the subject of his 
address but the text was the prin¬ 
ciples of Democracy and in elo¬ 
quent and convincing words he 
told of the paramount ideas of 
the martyred President when he 
signed the emancipation procla¬ 
mation, of its gradual rise and fall 
in years gone by, of his resurrec¬ 
tion in later years and of its toter- 
ing condition at the present time. 

Are We Walking Lincoln's Path? 

“If we believe in democracy, and 
as Americans and sharers in the 
priceless legacy left by this great 
and good man, we must believe 
it,” he said, “then the practical 
question before us this day is: 
Are we walking in the path which 


Abraham Lincoln blazed? Are we 
determined that this nation shall 
not be an oligarchy, half slave and 
half free, but a democracy based 
on the franchises of all men— 
and all women—regardless of their 
wealth, or their race, or the color 
of the grandfathers? 

“I fear few Americans realize 
how far we already have strayed 
from the democracy of Abraham 
Lincoln, and how far the sins which 
they load on the back of popular 
government in America are in 
reality the sins of those determined 
to thwart any expression of the 
popular will. Some of us have 
seen the deep seated disease of 
irresponsible oligarchy in the power 
of corporate wealth, and the ruth¬ 
less manipulation of government 
by shrewd and conscienceless 
men. 

Illustrates by Charts. 

“But I want tonight to call 
attention to another widespread 
flouting of democracy, which you 
are disposed to ignore because you 
think it merely a local and racial 
issue which can be settled without 
reference to the main problems of 
democratic government in America. 

“We have just passed through a 
presidential election, and after 
long delay the official returns are 
in. I invite your attention to a 
few of these figures. In that elec¬ 
tion Alabama and Minnesota, each 
having about the same popula¬ 
tion, each cast twelve electoral 
votes. But while it took 300,000 
voters to cast these votes in Minne¬ 
sota it took only 100,000 to cast 
the same number in Alabama. 
Florida and Maine each had six 
electoral votes, but 50,000 Florida 


voters exercised exactly the same 
power as 130,000 voters in Maine.” 

The speaker illustrated these 
figures by large charts. He 
quoted the number of statistics 
and wound up by reciting Illinois 
as a parallel. Speaking of Illinois 
he said: 

“You are, of course, interested 
in your own state, and you will 
doubtless be pleased to know that 
whereas it requires in the state of 
Abraham Lincoln 1,150,000 voters 
to cast the electoral vote it takes 
only 224,000 voters to weild 
exactly the same power in the state 
of Gov. Blease and Mr. Tillman, 
the bailwick of Senator Hoke Smith 
and the state of Florida together. 

“Outside of any question of 
color, race or slavery this is a 
condition that no democracy can 
allow to go on and live. When 
eight states deliberate^ disfran¬ 
chise so many of their white and 
black citizens that an oligarchy 
of less than a million voters can 
weild the same power as nearly 
3,000,000 voters elsewhere in the 
country, the very foundations of 
democracy are in danger.” 


DR. LOCKE 

FIRST METHODIST CHURCH 

The World's Greatest Dreamers 
Have Been the World’s 
Greatest Pioneers 


Dr. Charles Edward Locke 
delivered a sermon last week at 
the First Methodist Episcopal 
Church on the subject, “Does It 
Ever Pay to Be a Fool, and Some 
Cranks and What They Have 
Accomplished.” His text was 
“Paul, thou art beside thyself.” 

Dr. Locke said in part: 

“The world’s dreamers have been 
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the world’s pioneers. They have 
seen visions and dreamed dreams. 
They have had glimpses of the 
accomplishment of the impossible. 

“The need of a man produces 
him. The trends of the years 
concentrate themselves in individ¬ 
uals, and at the psychological 
moment some man steps out of 
the unknown and seizes the pros¬ 
trate standard of a new ideal— 
and an epoch is turned. Such 
men are usually denounced as 
cranks. 

“At the right moment Patrick 
Henry emerged out of the woods of 
Virginia; Wendell Phillips out of 
the culture and conscience of New 
England; Grant came out from 
the humble obscurity of a Galena 
grocery store, and with his shibbo¬ 
leth of unconditional surrender, 
hurried with the brilliancy of a 
comet from the victory of Vicks¬ 
burg to the surernder at Appo- 
matox. 

“The law of conservation of 
energy will bring forth the right 
man at the right time if the moral 
conditions are kept normal. The 
mission of the church is to maintain 
the moral equilibrium by high 
ideals. 

“ 'Let us eat and drink, for to¬ 
morrow we die/ is the dictum of 
vast throngs of men who are rush¬ 
ing with the speed of a cataract 
into the chasms of oblivion. 

“The fanatic and fool is after 
the impossible. The average man 
never can understand the prophet, 
and so with smug assurance he 
stones him and calls him a fool. 

“America’s greatest dreamer was 
born in pioneer poverty under 
Kentucky skies, and reared among 
the forests and prairies of the Middle 
West. He dreamed dreams, and 
like Joseph of old, he told his 
dreams to his brethren. The 
world has always disliked dreamers 
and stoned the prophets. 

“Far back in his saddened boy¬ 
hood as his dying mother pressed 
him to her heart and bade him a 
long, loving farewell, she said to 
him, “Be something, Abe!” And 
ever and anon during the passing 
years there would come to him 
out of the skies whither she had 


gone, in angel accents—“Be 
Something, Abe!” And one day 
when God said to him, “There is 
a place by Me,” he went up humbly 
and confidently took his place 
beside God. 

“Through lengthening decades 
of the torture and inhumanity of 
Negro slavery in America, God con¬ 
tinued to say, “There is a place 
by me,” inviting some brave man, 
who feared death less than duty, 
to come up and occupy it. The 
years passed, but no one accepted 
the honor and obligation until at 
length a rail-splitter leaped out of 
the forests and obscurity of the 
West and went up beside God. 

“On his way to Washington to 
his inauguration, he said in Inde¬ 
pendence Hall in Philadelphia, 
T would rather be assassinated on 
the spot than surrender that senti¬ 
ment in the Declaration of Inde¬ 
pendence which gave liberty not 
alone to the people of this country, 
but to the world for all future 
time.’ Lincoln caught the God- 
purpose, the moral trend of the 
years. It led him to Gethsemane 
and to Calvary, but he did not 
flinch! The earth has never seen 
a greater man than Abraham 
Lincoln. Greatness consists in 
responsiveness to the heavenly 
vision. Lincoln belongs in the 
same class with Moses and Paul.

Editor Edmonds Speaks at the 
West Adams M. E. Church 
Reads the Proclamation that 
Freed Him. 


On Sunday evening Feb. 16th, 
Dr. Henry of the West Adams 
M. E. Church delivered a very 
interesting lecture on the boyhood 
and achievements of Abraham 
Lincoln. As a fitting conclusion 
the Hall Jubilee Singers were in¬ 
vited to sing plantation melodies 
and Editor Edmonds having been 
freed by that immortal procla¬ 
mation was invited to read it at 
the close of the lecture. As Dr. 
Henry had to leave on an early 
evening train the editor, who oc¬ 
cupied a place with the pastor on 
the rostrum, was extended the 
courtesy of not only reading the 
Proclamation of Emancipation 
that freed him, but to relate to 
the audience something of slavery 
as he saw it, how the slaves re¬ 
ceived the new's of their freedom 
and subsequent history. 

His story of how the slaves— 
some of them shouted and em¬ 
braced each other laughing and 
weeping by turns; some dancing 
while others rolled upon the ground; 
the air rent with shouts of: “I 
am free! I am free! brought tears 
to the eyes of many men and women 
of the audience. At the close of 
the editor's address, which was 
listened to with rapt attention, 
the Hall Jubilee Singers came for¬ 
ward and sang a number of soul 
stirring plantation melodies. The 
favorites of the evening were 'The 
Gospel Train" and “The Old Time 
Religion.” These were sung with 
with unusual enthusiasm. 

Unfortunately the singers were 
late, the audience thereby being 
deprived of several selections. Dr. 
Henry thanked Rev. Kinchen for 
sending the editor and the Jubilee 
singers out there to assist in the 
the program; and thus make the 
evening the success it was. He 


made a strong appeal to his mem¬ 
bership to assist Wesley M. E. 
Church this year in reducing her 
indebtedness which was recently 
increased by the addition of a 
street assessment amounting to 
$6,500. West Adams M. E. Church 
occupying the center of an aris¬ 
tocratic neighborhood, is one of 
the finest and most commodious 
in the city.
